RESPONSE TO NOTICE REGARDING DRAWINGS 

Sir: 

This is in response to the Notice Regarding Drawings dated April 15, 2005. 

Formal drawings for this case were mailed to the USPTO on October 24, 
2001, but they were not deemed "filed" until January 14, 2002. It is thought that this three- 
month delay was caused by special mail-handling procedures instituted in the wake of the 
September 1 1 , 2001 terrorist attacks. It is also thought that the drawings might have been 
damaged by those special procedures. 

Accordingly, a copy of the formal drawings, as mailed on October 24, 2001 , 
together with a copy of the transmittal letter that accompanied those drawings, is attached. 

It is believed that this copy of the formal drawings fully meets the 
requirements set forth by the USPTO, and should be approved. Indeed, it is noted that the 
Examiner's Notice of Allowability has already approved even the damaged drawings. 

Even though this paper is being filed after allowance, it cannot properly be 
said that Applicants have "failed to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution of 
the application" (see 35 U.S.C. § 154). The Notice Regarding Drawings was the first time 
Applicants were alerted to the Draftsperson's objections to the drawings. Accordingly, 



Applicants should not be penalized with a reduction in patent term in spite of the 
provisions of 37 C.F.R. § L704(c)(10).
